State of Connecticut, 
A PROCLAM ATION. 

The Government of an Almighty Ruler ia obvious in 
the fitness, harmony, and vaatneaa of his work*.— 
In a survey of the world in which we live, the up- 
right mind is filled with reverence and awe. In 
contemplating man’s inteflechtual powers, we are 
yet more astonished at the dignity and destiny of 
the human soul; hut while we recognise the wis- 
dom of a Divine Being in its origin, we discover 
darkness, disorder and guilt within, which shows 
our moral nature to ho in ruins—that man has lost 
the image of hia Maker; broken away from allegi- 
ance to hia God, and ia verifying in aaa experience, the denunciation, “ cursed is the ground for thy sake, in sorrow shall thou eat ofitallthe days of thy life.” 

The evils of the natural world—man’s sinfulness 
and weakness—the trial* ahd griefs and pains of 
this life, and death, inevitableio all, declare most 
emphatically, that man is an aftn from God. The 
history of the human family, aa well as our own in- 
dividual experience, confirm the truth of Revelation, 
that earth has rebelled against Heaven—Hbat man 
n arrayed against God—and tlfct Divine interposi- tion alone, through the atoneroentaf a Saviour, will 
rescue the repentant from the consequences of sin. 
In the intent that the foregoing senfitnents may be 

more deeply impressed on our gunds, and in conformi- 
ty to the practice of this State, horn its earliest settle- 
ment ; I have thought proper to appoint, and I do 
hereby appoint Friday, the twenty-ninth day ofMarch 
instant, to be observed throughout the State, as a day 
of Public Humiliation, Fatting, and Prayer: and I 
earnestly call on all the people of this State, to assem- 
ble, with their religious teachers, in their respective places of worship, and before God, acknowledge His 
universal presence—Hia rightful authority—Hia holy 
providence—His goodness and forbearance—and to 
awaken a due sense of their obligations to serve Him 
with a perfect mind—with contrition of soul, to conse- 
crate themselves anew to His service, and with trust- 
ing faithful hearts, to seek His approbation and rest on 
His promised mercy, as their highest good. And es- 

pecially would I entreat them to deprecate the preva- 
lence of pride and ambition, of intemperance, oppres- 
sion, avarice and falsehood in our land. And I do re- 
commend that fervent prayer be offered to Almighty 
God, for Hia blessings on the various interests of the 
State—that He would prosper our efforts in agricul- 
ture, commerce, manufactures and the ana—smile 
upon our schools and seminaries of learning, and all 
associations formed for the relief of human suffering. 
That He would give to our judicial and executive of- 
ficers, wisdom, integrity and firmness in the discharge 
of their duties—to our public and influential men, vir- 
tue, disinterestedness and patriotism—and impart to 
this whole people a spirit of union, charity and obedi- 
ence to the laws. That God would be pleased to 
bless the President of the United States, and scatter 
light in his path—to save our country from war and 
disunion, and restore tranquility throughout our bor- 
ders. That we would put an end to the wretched- 
ness of mankind from ignorance and violence, and 
crown with success, the efforts of the Christian world 
to extend the knowledge of His glorious gospel to all 
the nations of the earth.

The story is rife on at? men’s 
tongues in the neighborhood where this af- 
fair occurred, and the facts are not other- 
wise than here sot down; but wa regret 
that the worthy landlord in endeavoring to 
overtake the raseals, was thrown from his 
own wagon, and so savsrely injured as to 
be confined to his room at the present mo- 

ment, whore he can watch the pendulum 
of his clock at his leisure. 

Important decision by the Supreme Court of 
the United Stales.—On the last day of the term 
the Chief Justice delivered at length the opi- 
nion of the Court reversing the decision of 
Justice McKinley, in the Alabama Circuit, 
that corporations of other States coaid not be 
recognized, nor maintain any action, in Ala- 
bama. 

Every member of the Court concurred in 
this opinion, except Justices McKinley and 
Baldwin, the latter indeed concurred in the 
opinion on its merits, but not in ail its argu- 
ments or illustrations. 

Thus has the highest tribunal in our land 
rebuked the insane Loco Focoism which 
would in fact make our Union a mere rope 
of sand, and by denying all effect to the taws 
of a State, out of its immediate limits, would 
convert those whom interest and the Consti- 
tution have bound together in equal trust 
and friendship—into jealous and dissociable 
rivals. 

The argument against the appellants in 
this case was conducted by the areh-jaoobin 
of Pennsylvania, Charles J. IngereoU; and 
the Globe, which is the proper organ of such 
a man and such doctrines—sent forth its 
anathemas in advance upon the Court, if it 
should venture to overrule the decisions of 
Mr. Justice McKinley.
